To Machinist 
Convention 


Adlai Stevenson, Democratic 
candidate for President, was 
introduced to the Machinists’ 
convention by IAM President 
Al Hayes as “a great American, 
an outstanding world figure.” 

Stevenson, before he got 
down to the serious business 
of analyzing what he called 
he Republicans’ “leap year 
liberalism,” amused his audi- 
ence with a description of “an- 
other convention held here in 
San Francisco two weeks ago.” 
\He said that in watching that 
GOP convention on TV, “I 
wasn’t sure, frankly, whether it 
was a convention or a corona- 
tion,” adding that “there is sig- 
nificant irony in the fact that 
they held the convention in a 
building (the Cow Palace) built 
under a WPA program which 
their political ancestors voted 
against almost to a man.” 

Twitting the GOP on the 
stunts staged at its convention, 
Stevenson said:

‘Discount? Hoaxes Hook Unwary

Fictitious list prices and fake discounts are spreading to 
Many types of goods. Shoppers had better be wary, especially 


‘as the Christmas buying season approaches. Otherwise you

may find that instead of getting what the seller claimed was 
& big discount, you actually paid more for the merchandise 
than you needed to, or at best,® 


paid the usual price and merely 
got hoaxed. 


So widespread and deceptive 
are fictitious price tags that 
both the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and the Better Business 
Bureaus are waging warfare 
against the fakers, who are of- 
ten abetted by newspapers and 
magazines who blink their eyes 
at what they must. realize is 
false advertising. 


Fictitious list prices generally 
start with manufacturers and 
jobbers who attach to their 
merchandise printed price tags 
which are deliberately exag- 
gerated so retailers can offer 
big “discounts”. The public has 
become educated to the fact 
that nowadays, because prices 
generally are inflated, many! 
stores do give genuine discounts 
from manufacturers’ list or 
Suggested retail prices. 

An overly-trusting buyer is} 
led to believe that a printed) 
price tag on merchandise, or} 
a “list price’ advertised in a| 
national magazine, is authen- 
tic. If you, as a buyer, don’t 
have a good idea of values or 
don’t compare values offered 
by other retailers, you are more 
likely to be duped by the fake 
list prices. 


One of the most famous ex- 
amples of such price hoaxes 
was the perfume advertised at) 
$20 in a well-known woman’s| 
magazine one recent Christ- 
mas. Retailers all around the 
country bought it at $2-$3 a 
bottle. The retailers were sup- 
plied with reprints of the ad 
showing the perfume adver- 
tised at $20, to prove to suckers 
that the $10 they were being 
charged was a bargain.

They in- 
clude some of the biggest re- 
tailers in the country, and some 
of the most “reputable” manu- 
facturers and distributors. 


Price hoaxes are found in 
almost every type of merchan- 
dise nowadays. The Association 
of Better Business Bureaus tells 
this writer that a national dis- 
tributor of blankets recently 
admitted he deliberately fur- 
nished retailers with advertis- 
ing material indicating the 
blankets had “list prices” of 
$15.95, when actually they were 
made to sell for $8.95. In an- 
other case, comforters really 
worth about $6 had printed 
price tags of $39, so any reduc- 
tion from that price would 
seem to unsuspecting buyers to 
be a bargain.

Bredsteen's Death 
Ends Long Career 


Joseph Bredsteen, who died 
at an advanced age August 28 
in Oakland, was the founder of 
Olympic Press, owner of a 
chain of papers sponsored by 
various labor organizations. He 
started the business in Santa 
Barbara many years ago, and 
later moved it to Oakland. Not 
long before his death he sold 
the -business to A. K. Sackett. 

On April 3, 1926, the Ala- 
meda County Central Labor 
Council and the Building 
Trades Council took over the 
proprietorship of East Bay La- 
bor Journal from Bredsteen, on 
the assumption that a labor 
paper should be owned and 
operated by labor groups di- 
rectly, not through the medium 
of a private operator. 

Bredsteen, a native of Nor- 
ray, went back there for a 
tinge after World War II and 
taught in the University of 
Oslo. He was a graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin. He was

TORONTO (AFLCIO) — The 
goal of most Canadian workers 
—a virtual U. S. pay scale—has 
been achieved by 300 workers 
at Marmoraton Mining Co., 
owned by Bethlehem Steel 
Corp.
